DOVER and Deal MP Gwyn Prosser 
is approaching the Prime Minister 
this week about safety improvements 
on the A258. 

Safety campaigners will hand in a petition call¬ 
ing for safety work to be carried out on the busy 
Dover to Deal road which has been the scene of 
three fatal accidents in recent years. 

Mr Prosser said: “I want KCC’s highway servic¬ 
es to conduct a comprehensive safety review and 
survey of the A258. 

“By taking our petition to 
the heart of the Government 
we hope to put maximum 
pressure on KCC to act with 
urgency before any more lives 
are lost.” 

Mr Prosser will be accom¬ 
panied by the families of two 
people killed on the road in 
separate incidents last year. 

David Wilson and Saman¬ 
tha Home both died in road 
accidents on the A258. The 
man responsible for the 
death of Mr Wilson was imprisoned this month 
for dangerous driving. 

Mr Prosser said: “It’s clear that many accidents 
on the A258 are caused by bad driving. 

“That does not detract from our view that this 
stretch of road is dangerous and in need of safety 
improvements. 

“It’s well known that even modest changes to 
road systems such as the use of average speed 
cameras, modifications to layouts and so on can 
influence people’s driving behaviour and reduce 
accidents.” 

The protest group will assemble at Downing 
Street on Thursday, January 17.

PUPILS at a Sandwich 
school have excelled in their 
GCSEs, making it the sec¬ 
ond most improved school 
in the country. 

Sandwich Technology School, for 
11-18 year olds, is also the most 
improved school in the South East, 
according to education league tables 
published by the Department of 
Children, Schools and Families. 

Headteacher Richard Wallis said: 
“We are absolutely thrilled and 
delighted to get the national recogni¬ 
tion the staff and pupils deserve. 

‘We have extremely high-quality 
teaching and a real can-do culture in 
the school. A significant amount of 
hard work comes from the students 
and we have outstanding facilities to 
help them. 

“It really is all about connecting 
and engaging with the pupils and 
creating a balance of vocational and 
curricular classes.” 

The mixed-sex school has specialist 
technology and vocational college 
status. Facilities include a modem 
drama theatre and in-house cinema, 
a sports centre and floodlit multi¬ 
sports surface. 

The school is particularly keen to 
promote extra-curricular activities 
and physical education. 

“Sport is also very important to the 
school. We have had many pupils 
playing county sport and even repre¬ 
senting the country” said Mr Wallis. 

“This contributes to a well-bal¬ 
anced education and we encourage 
pupils to take part.” 

Other facilities include a learning 
resource centre, science and technol¬ 
ogy rooms and six computer rooms. 

Mr Wallis believes the good results 
are due to the highly qualified and 
motivated teachers, along with the 
focused and hard-working pupils. 

He said: “The school really does 
provide a vibrant and rich learning 
environment for pupils.” 

Sandwich Technology Schools 
offers students the chance to stay on 
at sixth form after completing their 
GCSEs. Accordingly, entrance to uni¬ 
versity by pupils from the school is 
growing.

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Community 
vows to save 
post office 

Villagers join together to fight for valued service 


A PUBLIC meeting has 
been held to help stop the 
closure of Goodnestone post 
office. 

The parish council addressed more 
than 70 residents opposing the pro¬ 
posals at the discussions on Tuesday 
last week. 

Ray Holdstock, from Postwatch, the 
consumer body for post office users, 
attended the meeting and informed 
people of the process of how to keep 
the facility open. 

Laura Sandys, Conservative parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for Thanet South, 
which includes Goodnestone in the 
Dover district, also attended. 

Sean Carter, from Action with 
Communities in Kent, was also pres¬ 
ent. 

Mrs Sandys said: “Goodnestone post 
office was not on the initial list for clo¬ 
sure and as a result does not, in our 
view, meet the criteria for closure. 

“I know that the residents of 
Goodnestone will fight all the way to 
ensure they save their post office.

“The most important thing is that 
the community speaks out and, 
although you should never be over¬ 
confident, I think they have a good 
case.” 

Goodnestone post office was not on 
the original list set out by Post Office 
Ltd showing those facing closure. 

Following the rescue of two branch¬ 
es, in Ramsgate and Hawkhurst, two 
more post offices were added to the 
list of those to close - one of which was 
Goodnestone. 

Horrified 

Post Office Ltd released a statement 
saying that the two were added to 
meet set criteria to make sure the net¬ 
work could be supported by 
Government funding. 

Mrs Sandys said: “I was horrified 
when I found out that two more offices 
had been put on the list. 

“Two were actually saved but then 
two not expected to close were told 


they would be shut down. It shows 
that this is a game of numbers and 
not criteria.” 

Joy Parkinson, postmistress in the 
village, said “The consultation period 
has been extended to Thursday, 
January 31, and so we urge people to 
write to Post Office Ltd to help stop 
the closure.” 

Nicholas Parsons, chairman of the 
parish council, said: if We have fought 
before as a village and won to save our 
school and last night we were again 
together as one, committed to keeping 
out post office at the heart of the com¬ 
munity.”

There has been no further progress as 
to whether or not Mr Ambriz will be 
allowed to stay in the country, but Mr 
Prosser is adamant that he should stay 
in the UK. 

The MP has a meeting with immi¬ 
gration minister Liam Byrne on Tuesday, 
January 22, to plead the case.

Seafront asylum 
centre bid rejected 


A BID to open new asylum accom¬ 
modation on Dover seafront has 
been ruled out. 

Dover and Deal MP Gywn 
Prosser has been told that the 
plan to open the accommodation 
was stopped by the Border and 
Immigration Agency. 

Mr Prosser, who is a member of 
the Home Affairs Select Com¬ 
mittee, said: “I’m pleased that 
the Government’s immigration 
agency has acted promptly in 
rejecting the proposals.” 

Metropolitan Resources Ltd 
(MRL) had planned to use two 
hotels on Dover’s Marine Parade 
as lodging for asylum seekers. 

This was ruled out and it was 
also confirmed by the agency 
that contracts for existing asylum 
accommodation on Marine 
Parade will be terminated in 
April. 

These properties could then be 
made available for other uses. 

Mr Prosser said: “Because of the 
tiny number of asylum seekers 
now arriving in Dover, there’s 
simply no need for an accommo¬ 
dation centre in the town. 

“When MRL informed me of 
their bid I immediately emailed 
the company to register my objec¬ 


tion and told them I would press 
the agency and minister to reject 
the proposal.” 

Mr Prosser also confirmed his 
confidence that Dover District 
Council and Kent police would be 
behind him in his objection. 

The number of asylum seekers 
arriving at the Port of Dover has 
dropped sharply in recent years. 

Mr Prosser believes that due to 
this drop in numbers there is 
no need for such a centre to be 
built. 

Lin Homer, director of the 
Border and Immigration Agency, 
rejected proposals for an asylum 
facility in Dover and anywhere 
else in east Kent. 

Mr Prosser said: “Dover is the 
gateway constituency and Marine 
Parade is the visitor’s first 
glimpse of England. 

“I am pleased that our objec¬ 
tions have been heeded and I wel¬ 
come confirmation that proposals 
have been rejected. 

“With all the town’s redevelop¬ 
ment plans kicking off this year, 
there couldn’t be a better time to 
refurbish these hotels on the 
seafront and endow them with 
the high-class prestige they 
enjoyed in past years.”

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Work to start on 
new dock road 

WORK on a new Dover Eastern Dock 
exit road is going ahead and could start 
as early as Spring 2008. 

The project involves a new slip road 
being built at ground level directly onto 
the A20, which will reduce the amount of 
traffic on the roundabout outside the 
port. 

Non-port traffic on the A20 going 
towards Jubilee Way will benefit from 
the new exit road as it will bypass the 
roundabout 

Dover Harbour Board will soon be 
inviting tenders for the £3 million proj¬ 
ect. 

Half of these costs will be used for the 
constmction of a new sea wall and a 
small reclamation of the beach at East 
Cliff for the slip road. 

Other works will take place within the 
dock.

Denise Smith is an audio describer at The 
Marlowe Theatre in Canterbury. She said: “A 
team of people do for blind and partially sight¬ 
ed people what a signer does for deaf people. 

“During a live theatre performance we fill in 
the gaps. For blind people, instead of the words 
being signed, we fill in the movements.” 

The describing team is made up of five people 
from across east Kent. 

Denise said: “The audio describer sits in a 
back room watching the action on stage on a TV 
set and speaks into a microphone.” 

This connects to an infra-red loop system, and 
the audience can listen on headsets. 

The visually impaired person can hear the 
lines from the actors and then the movements 
from the describers. 

An audio describer will see a play at least five

lion. A total of315,000 images are now online 
and available at www.imagesofengland.org 
.uk. 

They include almost every building, struc¬ 
ture and monument listed as being of impor¬ 
tance. 

Beautiful stately homes and imposing cas¬ 
tles are included alongside the more com¬ 
monplace - lamp posts, railway stations, tele¬ 
phone kiosks and bus shelters. 

“The intention was to capture forever a 
snapshot of how England looks at the start of 
the 21st century,” said Simon Thurley, chief 
executive of English Heritage. 

“It’s a Domesday Book for our time, a digi¬ 
tal history of England that captures at one 
moment what our society values in its histo¬ 
ry and its architecture. 

“This is a unique record. With the gradual 
march of plastic windows, railings being 
removed and drives being tarmacked, future 
generations will be able to look back and see 
how England once was.” 

The images were taken by more than 2,200 
volunteers nationwide. They used 13,000 
rolls of 35mm film and travelled 1.4 million 
miles to obtain the images. 

One photographer, Loma Freeman, took 
pictures of England’s 42 officially designated 
counties and had 2,453 different shots used. 

Most prominent pictures across the site are 
of churches, which total 7,484. Next are 
bridges with 6,283 on the site. 

Rarest are two penguin pools and one 
pigeon loft. 

The site should appeal to many different 
people, according to English Heritage. 

It is intended for scholars to examine the 
historical significance of buildings shown, 
architects and engineers to study techniques 
and tourists to view place they intend to 
visit.

Western Docks revamp 
is nudging ever closer 

REDEVELOPMENT of Dover’s Western Docks 
is moving forward, with plans to start the formal 
planning process at the end of the year. 

The £300 million development, which will see 
four new ferry berths, is expected to get under 
way in the near future. 

A Dover Harbour Board spokesman said: 
“The Environmental Impact Assessment is 
being concluded and we are consulting stake¬ 
holders on the draft. 

‘We will submit the assessment in the spring 
and hope to enter into a formal planning 
process at the end of the year.” 

Redevelopment is needed at the port as the 
capacity at Dover Eastern Docks is running out 
due to the growth of lorry traffic. 

As well as the ferry berths, the port’s 
400-berth marina would be relocated to a more 
accessible place and shops, restaurants and a 
hotel would be built. 

At a public meeting held last year, port chief 
executive Bob Goldfield said: “This project pres¬ 
ents an excellent opportunity to kick-start the 
regeneration of Dover and also represents an 
employment boost for east Kent.” 

The development will create up to 2,600 jobs. 

Mr Goldfield also spoke of the need to 
increase port capacity to stop Dover becoming 
gridlocked by growing lorry traffic. 

He said: “This is an opportunity for employ¬ 
ment and economic growth. It will also help 
alleviate some of the instances when Operation 
Stack is needed to hold the port’s freight traffic.” 

Dependant on planning permission, it is 
hoped feny terminal two at Dover’s Western 
Docks will be completed by 2012 or 2013.

| How did you get involved with the alcohol service? 

A I joined the alcohol service in 1979, having 
worked as a mental health nurse in general 
psychiatry. I’d become interested in treatment 
approaches at Mount Zeehan in Canterbury 
and learnt that working with problem drinkers 
was rewarding and productive. 

| What is the role of the alcohol service? 

A The service has two functions. Firstly, it pro¬ 
vides services to those affected by the use of 
alcohol and those who suffer the consequences 
of drinking by others. The second role is to pro¬ 
vide support, training and advice to profession¬ 
als who deal with alcohol misuse such as doc¬ 
tors, social workers and probation officers. 

A We provide a range of services throughout 
east Kent, including different types of group 
treatment, individual help and help for fami¬ 
lies. We are able to accept self-referrals to the 
service and help is free and confidential. The 
main aim is to help people to help themselves. 

Is there a problem with alcohol in Kent? 

A A recent study showed that levels of alcohol 
consumption in Kent are relatively high 
compared with other parts of England. 

Alcohol problems occur across the country 


and have powerful consequences both for socie¬ 
ty and the individual. We have a national prob¬ 
lem with alcohol and this is reflected as much 
in Kent as in any other part of England. 


Q 


Have you seen an rise in alcohol addiction in the county? 


A The numbers who seek and are referred for 
help have never been higher. The rise in 
demand for treatment exceeds growth in the 
population; more people are seeking help for 
drinking problems than in previous years. 

Much of the problematic alcohol use remains 
hidden and cannot be measured accurately in 
terms of the number of people approaching spe¬ 
cialist agencies for help. Alcohol is cheaper and 
more widely available and we know people are 
drinking heavily at younger ages. It seems like¬ 
ly the number of people with alcohol problems 
in Kent will continue to increase. 

Q What advice can you give to people who are worried 
about their drinking habits? 

A lt’s important to recognise alcohol problems 
can be solved with or without specialist 
help. There are many things which people can 
do to reduce their consumption, such as keeping 
a record of consumption and trying to reduce 
this, and talking to someone who is trusted. If 
people are concerned they cannot reduce their 
consumption, it is easy to get help. 

The staff at the alcohol service can give 
advice. Although some people find they will 
need to stop drinking completely, many others 
can reduce their consumption to levels which 


are no longer problematic, although it can be a 
good idea to have a few weeks without alcohol. 

| What can friends and family do to help? 

A lt can be very stressful to be around some¬ 
one who is drinking too much, but friends 
and family should try to be honest with the per¬ 
son who is drinking by expressing their con¬ 
cerns and offering to help where they can. 

It is important not to take responsibility away 
from the individual drinker and to recognise 
that each individual must make their own 
choices. It is seldom a good idea to discuss such 
matters when someone is actually drunk. 

Q Do you have any advice for people who may be concerned 
about their drinking over the recent holiday period? 

A For many people, alcohol will have formed 
part of their celebrations with no lasting dif¬ 
ficulties. Some people drink more during the 
festive period than normal and simple meas¬ 
ures such as alternating with non-alcoholic 
drinks, not drinking on an empty stomach and 
not drinking too early in the day can help. 

If people did over-indulge, it is a good idea to 
follow this with a period of reduced drinking, or 
not drinking at all, to allow the body to recover. 

A good piece of general advice is to check that 
alcohol is being used to enhance celebrations, 
rather than using the celebrations as an excuse 
for increased drinking.

At last, all systems go... 


WORK on the long-awaited 
regeneration of Dover town 
centre is set to begin at the 
end of the month. 

Soil investigations and archaeo¬ 
logical studies are scheduled to start 
in the last week of this month, with 
the demolition of the Russell Street 
Stagecoach depot likely to have com¬ 
pleted by the end of May 

Plans to start the work came after 
an agreement by Dover District 
Council’s cabinet, which agreed to 
take legal action to acquire land for 
the project. 

It was agreed that a Compulsory 
Purchase Order be made for land 
within the redevelopment area. 

Cllr Frederick Scales said the order 
was needed to move things forward.

He said: “Although we would prefer 
to acquire any outstanding land by 
negotiation and agreement, we need 
to make a compulsory purchase agree¬ 
ment and it was important to make 
this decision. 

(t We look forward to moving on with 
this key regeneration and to seeing 
work start later this month.” 

Plans for redevelopment in Dover 
town centre were submitted by devel¬ 
oper Bond City and supermarket 
giant Asda. 

Dover District Council approved 
plans for the development in March 
last year. 

Through its meeting with Bond and 
Asda, together with talks with the 


South East England Development 
Agency, the council has made import¬ 
ant progress. 

This includes acquiring the Char- 
ringtons site, Dolphin House and the 
Stagecoach depot in Russell Street. 

The new bus depot in Whitfield is 
already under way and Stagecoach 
will be moving there shortly, it is 
hoped. 

The project includes an 85,000 sq ft 
store, with 35,000 sq ft of additional 
shop and restaurant space. 

A 100-bedroom hotel, 53 affordable 
homes and a 600-space car park are 
also included. 

Cllr Nigel Collor said: “It’s great to 
see something moving there. 

“This project will unlock the wealth 
of Dover and give security to develop¬ 
ers and the local authority.” 



Record month for 
SeaFrance as savvy 
Brits eye bargains 


SEAFRANCE Dover-Calais 
Ferries has enjoyed a record- 
breaking December. 

The number of cars travelling 
across the Channel on the serv¬ 
ice during December toppled 
55,000 - beating the previous 
highest-ever total for the month 
of 53,000 back in 1996. 

As savvy Brits travelled to 
France to stock up on Christmas 
food and drinks, two of the 
busiest periods were Friday 
afternoon on December 21 and 
all day on Saturday, December 
22, when SeaFrance Dover- 
Calais Ferries were full on all 
crossings for vehicles, passen¬ 
gers and freight. 


And there was more good 
news for the operator, too. 
SeaFrance’s car volume during 
the whole of December was up 
16 per cent year on year, while 
passenger traffic was up eight 
per cent.

Nuclear decision putting the 
wind up green campaigners 


PLANS to build a new nuclear 
power station in Kent have been 
criticised as a costly waste of 
resources by campaigners. 

Kent Green Party wants the Government to 
abandon its support of nuclear power and turn 
to sustainable supplies of energy like offshore 
wind farms. 

It says a new nuclear plant at Dungeness 
would generate electricity at twice the price of 
offshore wind turbines. 

The environmental campaigners have also 
warned that any companies involved in build¬ 
ing the new station will face boycott action. 

Kent Green Party spokesman Steve Dawe 
said: “Every £1 spent on energy conservation 
is seven times as effective at cutting green¬ 
house gas emissions as every £1 spent on 
nuclear power. 

“The Government is lying when it says 
nuclear is a low-carbon technology, as mining 
uranium is very energy-intensive. 

“The private and public money lavished on

nuclear power could create more sustainable 
jobs throughout Kent, rather than a costly 
new nuclear power station at Dungeness.” 

Mr Dawe pointed out that the British Wind 
Energy Association has said that eight times 
more electricity could be generated than what 
we use now from offshore wind alone. 

“The employment potential for Ramsgate as 
a port serving the offshore wind industry is 
apparent,” he added. “But energy conserv¬ 
ation, according to the Association for the 
Conservation of Energy, could cut UK energy 
use by half. It could also provide more employ¬ 
ment in every Kent district. 

“Similarly, better payments to householders 
for electricity they produce would lead to more 
renewable energy schemes for housing and 
more jobs.” 

On Thursday, the Government gave the 
green light for a new generation of nuclear 
power stations. 


Business secretary John Hutton said new 
plants should be built to safeguard future 
energy supply: “New nuclear power should 
have a role to play in the future energy mix.” 

But Mr Dawe warned new nuclear power 
stations will still create waste which is diffi¬ 
cult and costly to dispose of: “The Govern¬ 
ment’s consultation documents suggest the 
problems associated with nuclear waste have 
been resolved, but scientists dispute this. 

“Claims that consumers will not have to pay 
for new nuclear power stations are open to 
challenge, as costs associated with any new 
road or rail infrastructure for new stations are 
likely to be met by the taxpayer. 

“Also it has recently been revealed that the 
costs of decommissioning old nuclear power 
stations and dealing with existing nuclear 
waste are likely to be placed on taxpayers 
through electricity bills, which have been ris¬ 
ing steadily with oil and gas price increases. 

if We argue that since nuclear power is only 
expected to deliver a four per cent carbon cut 
after 2025, it is a waste of resources.”

It's an ill wind of change 


THE campaign to fight plans for a 
wind farm between East and West 
Langdon began in July last year 
when a light aircraft pilot who 
lives locally was contacted by the 
Civil Aviation Authority. 

The CCA was seeking his opinions on the 
wind farm proposal... about which he knew 
nothing. 

Suffice to say, Langdon Parish Council called 
an open meeting, from which the Langdon 
Action Group (LAG) was formed. 

Wind turbine firm Ecotricity was subse¬ 
quently asked to stage an exhibition in the vil¬ 
lage hall. It presented photomontages which 
showed how our beautiful, unspoilt country¬ 
side would look with five turbines in situ. 

The viewpoints had been chosen by Dover 
District Council. It was obvious the camera¬ 
man had stood behind trees or other objects 
that obscured his view, and LAG believed the 
images were not truly representative. 

Little other information was forthcoming, 
possibly because we did not at the time know 
what questions to ask. 

We also learned that Dover District Council 
had omitted the relevant parish councils from 
its scoping report. 

So whereas bodies like The National Trust, 
English Heritage, RSPB and CAA had some 


months to make their investigations and for¬ 
mulate reports, parish councils, which repre¬ 
sent the very people most affected, had very 
little time. 

It was decided that LAG would produce its 
own photomontages, and to this end the group 
hired a helicopter to fly at hub height and 
blade-tip height. 

Photographs were taken from points close to 
Ecotricit/s, but without obstructions. 

A neighbour superimposed turbines, to 
scale, on our photographs and thus we pro¬ 
duced our own photomontages. These gave a 
very different picture. 

So did a model made by a local craftsman, of 
one turbine juxtaposed with a two-storey 
house and our local church, again all to scale. 

When this model was shown to those who had 
wavered, they saw instantly the impact these 
turbines would have and joined our ranks. 

LAG researched topics such as health impli¬ 
cations, effects on wildlife, impact on the land¬ 
scape, power produced against need, and how 
other communities had been affected. 

As the research progressed, and the plan¬ 
ning application was examined, more facts 
came to light. 

For example, at certain times of day, large 
areas will be affected by shadow-flicker. This 
occurs when the rotating blade passes in front 
of the sun. It produces a stroboscopic effect. 
Inside someone’s home, it looks as though a 


light-switch is being flicked on and off contin¬ 
uously. The rotating blades could mean thou¬ 
sands of homes have their TV signal ham¬ 
pered. And if it does happen to you, Ecotricity 
estimates it will take weeks to rectify. 

The research into health threw up startling 
facts from around the world. This resulted in 
the production of a pamphlet entitled Do You 
Want To Risk It?, which summarised this infor¬ 
mation and recommended websites to visit. 

Five thousand pamphlets were delivered, 
doors were knocked on and roadshows were 
taken to other parish councils 

Most people were in ignorance of the propos¬ 
al, while many thought it would not affect 
them because of its location. 

In November we held an open meeting, 
which was addressed by Mike Barnard, who 
successfully fought a wind farm application in 
his home village in Cambridgeshire. His 
expertise has been retained by LAG. 

Landscape and planning experts are also on 
hand to guide and act for us as needed. 

Lest anyone is in doubt, the proposed turbines 
at Langdon (or North Dover Wind Farm, as its 
backers have named it) are monsters. At 394ft, 
they are higher than the White Cliffs of Dover. 

Does this district really need them?

Father and 

son swing 
into town 


War, politics and media tales... in one evening 


AN EVENING in the com¬ 
pany of Peter and Dan 
Snow should go with a 
swing when they visit Kent 
later this month. 

The father-and-son team will be 
entertaining the audience with 
numerous tales about their lives and 
work together, including the BBC 
series Battlefield Britain and 20th 
Century Battlefields. 

In the second part of the show, they 
will be taking questions from the 
audience. With such varied and 
impressive careers, both should 
make fascinating interviewees. 

Peter ‘Swingometer’ Snow was bom 
in Dublin in 1938, the son of a British 
army officer and an Irish surgeon. His 
extended family includes a number 
of interesting characters, including 
his cousin, news presenter Jon Snow, 
and his Canadian historian sister-in- 
law, Margaret MacMillan. 

He was educated in England and 
did his National Service with the 
Somerset Light Infantry from 1956- 
58. After studying for a degree in 
classics, ancient history and philoso¬ 


phy at Oxford University, Snow 
joined ITN as a scriptwriter and 
reporter. 

In 1966, he was appointed diplo¬ 
matic and defence correspondent and 
spent the next 10 years reporting 
from around the globe. 

During this time he wrote a book 
about the Palestinian airliner hijack 
crisis and a biography of King 
Hussein of Jordan. 

He presented election and live 
political coverage at ITN during the 
70s but left to join the BBC, where he 
became one of the first presenters of 
Newsnight when it started in 1980. 

For many years, viewers have 
enjoyed Peter’s excitable presenting 
style and his imaginative use of 
props and graphics to illustrate stor¬ 
ies. He will always be associated with 
the Swingometer, a device he used to 
demonstrate how election results 
were developing. 

Peter stepped down from his elec¬ 
toral duties three years ago to 
concentrate on journalism. Since 
then, he has taken part in a number 
of history, sport and current affairs 
programmes, as well as presenting 
Masterteam on BBC Radio 4.

Dan, 29, has scarcely had a less 
exciting career.

As well as presenting two history 
series and a one-off programme 
about the Battle of El Alamein with 
his father, Dan has appeared solo on 
the BBC’s One Show, made a number 
of other history programmes and 
won a Sony Award in 2003 for his 
part in the LBC Boat Race coverage.

Rumpled, but 
not very cute

PHILIP Seymour Hoffman has a 
rumpled awkwardness about him 
that makes him an unlikely film 
star and that’s a significant part of 
his appeal. 

“A lot of people describe me as chubby or 
tow-headed,” muses the theatre-trained New 
Yorker. “I’m never described in attractive 
ways. I’m waiting for somebody to say I’m at 
least cute, but nobody has.” 

That hasn’t stopped him being one of the 
most sought-after character actors in the 
business - particularly since his performance 
as Truman Capote in Capote, which won him 
a Best Actor Academy Award in 2006. 

In January he’s in no fewer than three films, 
with leading roles in Sydney Lumet’s Before 
The Devil Knows You’re Dead and Tamara 
Jenkins’ The Savages and a supporting turn 
(that’s attracting yet more Academy Award 
buzz) alongside Tom Hanks and Julia Roberts 
in Charlie Wilson’s War. 

A dark caper movie that’s a mix of thriller 
and Greek tragedy, Before The Devil Knows 
You’re Dead has Philip playing a desperate 
man with sexuality issues and a cash-flow 
problem who entices his gormless brother 
(Ethan Hawke) to rob a jewellery store 
belonging to their own parents. 

The Savages is another family 
comedy/drama - this time centring on two 
adult siblings who find themselves plucked 
from their self-centred lives to care for their 
estranged father sliding into dementia. 

And in Mike Nichols’ likeable twist at global 
politics, Charlie Wilson’s War, Philip plays a 
resentful CIA agent who aids a good-ol’-boy 
Texas congressman (Tom Hanks) in his 
clandestine plan to arm the Mujahideen in 
Afghanistan against the Soviets in the 1980s.

This was another project he read 
years ago that eventually came back to him. 

“I just loved the script and I always wanted 
to do it so I was glad it came back around,” he 
says. 

The matter of ageing parents is something 
most of us have to deal with at some stage. 
Philip’s own parents divorced when he was 
nine and he and his three siblings were largely 
raised by their mother, a judge. 

“Both my parents are still alive so I haven’t 
had to deal with that,” he says about the film’s 
core dilemma of placing a deteriorating father 
in care.

with being a parent. He and his partner, 
costume designer Mimi O’Donnell, have two 
young children. 

“My daughter’s a year old so she’s the master 
of her own universe really,” he says, “but my 
son comes with us to the theatre. They’re all 
going to be introduced to acting just by the life 
we’re in.” 

Acting allows the fiercely private performer 
to indulge things he doesn’t in his normal life, 
he admits. “I’m probably more open when I’m 
acting than at any other time. It allows me to 
be something that I can’t always feel 
comfortable with when I’m living my own life, 
because it’s make-believe.”

The best present ever

CHRISTMAS is, without question, 
one of the finest times of the year. 
On that we are all agreed. But 
spending it in Disneyland Paris? 
I’m not sure it gets any better. 

If I’m honest, I never thought my dad would 
bother. Bound to be too expensive and how 
would all my presents be in the right place for 
Christmas morning? 

But, to my surprise (and my big sister’s), 
that’s where I ended up. 

My parents told us we were popping across 
the Channel on Christmas Eve to visit a 
French market. 

I didn’t suspect a thing. There I was leading 
Manchester United to another glorious league 
success on my PSP console, when it dawned on 
me we had left Calais two hours ago and were 
in Paris. 

Having left home at 8am, by 5pm French 
time we were actually strolling into the 
Disneyland Park having booked into our hotel, 
pausing briefly only for me to pick myself off 
the floor after being told we were going to be 
here for three long, action-packed days. So 
long PSP. 

I’ve been here before but this was different. 
Over the festive period the place was open 
until 10pm. That’s a possible 14 hours every 
day in the park. Cool. 

For me, Pirates of the Caribbean is one of the 
best rides. I made the height restriction for

Space Mountain rollercoaster this time which 
was, er, good. One go was enough for me. 

It was packed though. My top tip for winter 
visits to the park is simple; wrap up warm and 
use the Fast Pass system for the big rides. I’ll 
repeat that: Use the Fast Pass system. You get 
a ticket at the ride and it tells you when you 
can come back, normally within an hour or so 
and you get to jump the queue. 

The good news is that by around 6pm little 
kids start to flag, so they go, leaving me the 


chance to drag my mum and dad round to 
more rides with smaller queues. Perfect. 

For Christmas dinner we booked into the 
Blue Lagoon (overlooking the first stage of the 
Pirates’ boat ride). According to my dad it’s one 
of the top Disney restaurants offering ‘Creole 
cooking’, whatever that means, and great fish 
dishes. 

We had ostrich on Christmas Day, now that 
was good. 

My dad blew nearly 200 euros on that meal. 
But overall he said it was pretty reasonable to 
eat out at the many fast food outlets around 
the park. He reckoned two adults and two kids 
could eat well all day for 100 euros. 

Food, however, is merely a necessity in my 
book to provide the energy to get on those rides. 
We spent one of the days at the neighbouring 
Disney Studios. It’s a completely separate 
park, arguably a little more grown up, with 
some excellent shows. They all have a film 
theme and some great rides, including the 
terrifying, Hollywood Tower Hotel. In a 
nutshell you just fall a long, long way. My sister 
went on three times. For me once was enough. 

The new Nemo rollercoaster, is popular but 
we had to give it a miss - the waiting time of 
90 minutes was just a little too much and 
there’s no Fast Pass. Curses. But that was just 
one blip on an otherwise fantastic trip. 

For Christmas, Disneyland was brilliant. It’s 
an easy drive by motorway (196 miles from 
Calais since you ask) and there are some 
spectacular deals for families over the next 
couple of months. 

Needless to say, I have already started 
nagging to go again. And you should too.

“OH, no, no, no,” says Martine 
McCutcheon, adamant in her 
answer, “I’m not engaged.” 

She’s responding to pictures earlier this year 
of her wearing a huge diamond sparkler on 
her wedding finger at The Ivy in London, but 
thanks to high-profile relationships going 
south in the past, anything now is kept on the 
QT. 

“Guys look a bit,” she admits, about potential 
suitors. “They stare a lot because they proba¬ 
bly think, T don’t know where to begin with 
her.

ing the - concentrate - making of Echo Beach. 

“She’s a bit frumpy, isn’t she?” says the 
actress of Susan, who sports a quite hideous 
dress in the premiere episode. “Actually,” she 
remembers, “that proved to be quite lucky. It 
was one of the worst summers Cornwall’s ever 
seen and there were times they were going, 
We’ve got to cut, Martine’s being hit by hail¬ 
stones’. Because Susan was frumpy, I got to 
wear a big cardigan!” 

She explains: “Susan’s very repressed. She’s 
controlled by her husband and is secretly 
yearning for the gold in her life. I’ve always 
enjoyed the fact that the characters I play 
have a sense of me in them because they wear 
their hearts on their sleeves.” 

A star since making her name as Tiffany in 
EastEnders, she has trod the West End boards 


and controversially scooped a Laurence 
Olivier Award for her role as Eliza Doolittle in 
My Fair Lady. (She got great reviews, but an 
illness meant her understudy performed more 
than she did). 

She has hit the top of the charts with her 
single Perfect Moment, copped off on screen 
with Hugh Grant in blockbuster Love 
Actually, doled out criticism on Soapstar 
Superstar and comic Russell Brand just 
revealed he snogged her while they were at 
theatre school together. 

One thing she hasn’t much luck with is boys. 

Which might be why she is plunging herself 
back into work, appearing as Miss Marple’s 
sidekick last year and returning to the world 
of soaps with Echo Beach. 

The twist with the latter is that we will also 
get a chance to see ‘Martine McCutcheon’ deal¬ 
ing with the the show’s ‘producers’ (played by 
comedian Ben Miller) in Moving Wallpaper. 

A clip from later in the series shows her cry¬ 
ing her eyes out when she thinks she’s been 
fired - ironic considering the furore surround¬ 
ing her death in EastEnders which subse¬ 
quently led to her publicly criticising BBC 
honcho Mai Young in her autobiography. 

Thankfully, Martine has had enough time to 
appreciate the amusement factor. 

“I said, ‘I bet she cries and says, ‘Not again!’ 
and they said, ‘No, there’s not the ‘Not again!’ 
bit but there’s an ‘Oh, no!’ I said, ‘Great, bring 
it on! That’s fabulous.’ It ended pretty badly at 
EastEnders but I’ve too much pride and too 
much dignity to let myself go like that. But it’s 
what we’d all want to do on the inside.” 

So what if there isn’t a ring on that finger? 
We’ve got Martine McCutcheon back in a soap 
opera - which is exactly where we want her.

Voicemail Saves Lives 


Despite the possibility of a £60 fine and three 
points on their driving licence, many 
motorists in Kent are still breaking the law by 
using a hand held mobile when driving.

Between the 27th of February 2007, when 
the increased penalty of three points and a 
£60 fine was brought in, and the 30th of 
November 2007, Kent Police issued 3,192 
penalty notices to motorists for using a 
hand held mobile phone while driving. 
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The message from Kent Highway 

K °~rvices is that all drivers 
should switch off their 
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phones before they 
start a journey. 

This eliminates any 
possibility of being 
distracted from 
concentrating on the 
road by an incoming call 
or a text message. You may 
be dying to make or take that call, but is it 
really worth dying for? Voicemail can be 
a lifesaver. 

Handsfree mobile phone kits may be legal 
to use when behind the wheel but are they 
much safer than using a hand held mobile? 

There is evidence to suggest that using a 
handsfree mobile phone kit while driving is 
as dangerous as drink driving. 

Research carried out _ 

by the Transport 
Research Laboratory 
(TRL) for Direct Line 
Insurance shows that 
when a driver uses a 
hands free mobile 
phone while driving, 
their ability to drive is 
impaired more so 
than if they were 
driving at the UK’s 
legal alcohol limit (80mg/100ml). 

The findings have led to FirstGroup, 
one of the largest transport companies, 
enforcing a ban on its 135,000 
employees from using a hands-free 
mobile phone device when driving. 


The research by 
TRL shows that, whilst 
not illegal, using a 
hands-free kit is no 
more acceptable than 
drink driving . 


Although it isn’t against the law to use a 
mobile hands free kit, motorists can still 
be prosecuted if police judge that the 
driver was not in proper control of the 
vehicle. The penalties are the same as 
using a hand held phone - £60 fine and 
three points on your licence. 

In any incident or crash, the use of any 
phone could be justification for the 
charges of careless or dangerous driving. 
The penalties on conviction for such 
offences include heavy fines, endorsement, 
disqualification and, in serious cases, 
imprisonment. Courts are taking a serious 
view in such cases. 

Mobile phones are often sold with 
in-car kits to enable hands-free use. 

This creates a false impression that this 
is somehow safer and therefore more 
acceptable. The research by TRL shows 
that, whilst not illegal, using a hands¬ 
free kit is no more acceptable than 
drink driving. 

Talking on a mobile phone is different to 
having a conversation with a passenger. 

A passenger is aware of the drivers 

surroundings and will 
soon stop the 
conversation when the 
driver needs to negotiate 
a potential hazard such 
as a busy junction. This 
isn’t the case with 
someone on the other 
end of the phone as they 
are not present in the 
vehicle. They could 
continue talking and 
therefore prove a distraction to a driver at a 
crucial moment. 

Using a mobile phone can double the time 
it takes a driver to react to a situation. One 
brief moment checking a mobile while 
driving could be the difference between 
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seeing the car ahead breaking or a child 
running into the road. It's quite simple - the 
road deserves your full attention at all times. 

Steve Horton from the Kent Highways 
Road Safety Team says: “The effect it has 
on your concentration levels makes it 
unsafe to use a mobile phone whilst 
driving, hand-held or hands-free. The 
safest thing to do is to switch off your 
phone before beginning a journey and to 
ensure your voicemail service is on for 
people to leave messages. If you need to 
make a call or are expecting to be 
contacted by work, friends or relatives, 
then make regular stops, in a safe place, 
and with your engine switched off.” 

Motorists who continue to break the law 
by using a hand held mobile while driving 
have a good chance of being caught by 
Kent Police as many 
patrols across the 
county now involve 
unmarked cars.

Millions move to 
our part of Britain 

TWO and a half million people have 
moved to the South East from other 
parts of the UK in the last 12 years. 

Research from Halifax has shown this 
area was one of the most popular regions 
for people to move to from 1996-2006. 

Halifax chief economist Martin Ellis 
said: “The South East and South West 
have been the most popular destinations 
for people to move to from elsewhere in 
the UK over the past decade.” 

However, Halifax also found that this 
area had the second highest number of 
people leaving to live in another part of 
the country. 

Overall, the research showed the 
South East experienced a net gain from 
internal migration of384,000 people, the 
second highest of the 12 UK regions. 

Data was sourced from 2007 popula¬ 
tion trends, local authorities, the Halifax 
House Price Index and the nine 
Government office regions of England. 


LOW-CARBON homes are the way 
forward in property as developers 
and consumers embrace the role 
they have to play in climate 
change, according to a regenera¬ 
tion expert. 

David Edwards, regional director for the 
southern region of national regeneration 
agency English Partnerships, spoke out about 
what he sees as a vital step in moving to an 
eco-friendly strategy for new homes. 

He said: “It has been very encouraging to see 
the response from developers and house¬ 
builders in devising ways that households can 
reduce their carbon footprint. 

“The Carbon Challenge seeks to speed up 
the house-building industry’s response to cli¬ 
mate change and has generated much interest 
from developers, who are keen to be involved. 

“English Partnerships has no shortage of

developers and public sector partners who 
want to work with us to provide this sort of 
housing. 

“Equally, there is enthusiasm and strong 
demand for such homes from consumers who 
want environmentally efficient, comfortable 
and affordable homes.” 

In line with the Government’s directive that 
by 2016 all new homes will be built to zero-car¬ 
bon requirements, English Partnerships is 
taking the lead in developing the methods to 
help make this possible. 

These homes feature the highest levels of 
insulation, air tightness, heat recovery sys¬ 
tems, whole-house ventilation and low-energy 
lighting. 

With more than 30 per cent of these homes 
being allocated to affordable and first-home 
buyers, the scheme will introduce a new gen¬ 


eration of home-owners to environmentally 
responsible living. 

The level of environmental criteria required 
for new homes will be steadily increased by 
English Partnerships on its sites over the com¬ 
ing years towards Code Level 6, or zero-carbon 
by 2013 - three years ahead of the 
Government’s mandate. 

In addition, Mr Edwards spoke of low and 
zero-carbon housing being an important ele¬ 
ment in developing sustainable communities 
and attracting environmentally aware house 
buyers. 

He said such communities would thrive 
where there was a balanced mix of affordable 
homes, a range of social and employment 
infrastructure opportunities, integrated trans¬ 
port and design opportunities, and quality 
neighbourhood management. 

He said: ‘Working with the house-building 
industry we want to make zero-carbon hous¬ 
ing the standard well ahead of 2016.”

There is a lot of the Ceed about the roomy 
interior - no bad thing as the Kia impressed 
market watchers and scared rival European 
manufacturers on arrival. 

Predictably, it also feels much like the Ceed 
on road; a decent all-rounder in which respon¬ 
sive handling is balanced by ride quality and 
comfort.

Fund analysts look to 
Russia to make money 

EMERGING capital markets such as 
Russia are likely to be among top per¬ 
formers in 2008, according to online fund 
analyst Moneyspider.com, and it says 
corporate bonds will make a comeback 
as shares in other sectors falter. 

But it is Russia, with its cheaper 
stocks, more open market and emphasis 
on commodity stocks that may well 
reward Isa investors this year, predicts 
Moneyspider.corn’s Tony Aheame. 

‘We anticipate more of the smarter Isa 
money will be winging its way into funds 
like Neptune Russia and Greater 
Russia, but it should be remembered 
that these are higher-risk funds and not 
for everyone.” 


JANUARY 31 - the day Guy 
Fawkes was executed for his part 
in the Gunpowder Plot, and the 
day the first VD clinic opened at 
London Lock Hospital. It’s also the 
day - this year - when taxpayers 
on self-assessment must return 
their tax return... or get clobbered. 

Has your self-assessment form buried itself 
under a pile of papers on your desk for many 
months now? Well, get cracking or face some 
tough financial penalties over and above what 
you owe in tax. 

This all relates to the 2006/07 tax return, 
which you would have received from HM 
Revenue & Customs before October 31. 

It must be with the tax people by midnight, 
Thursday, January 31, if you are doing it 
online, or in the first post next day (but anyone 
who leaves posting it so near the deadline is 
really taking a chance).

If your tax return is not with the tax people 
on Friday, February 1, you get hammered with 
a straight £100 penalty. 

Also, you will attract annual interest of 7.5 
per cent, accruing on a daily basis, on the 
amount you work out you owe. 

If, by some chance, you still haven’t paid 
your tax by Thursday, February 28, you’ll get a 
straight five per cent surcharge on what you 
owe, on top of everything else. 

By the way, those paying on what is called 
“payments by account” will need to pay half by 
Thursday, January 31, and half by Thursday, 
July 31. 

But if you’re still dithering over self- 
assessment, here are a few tips from the tax 
people to escape the horrors. 

• Get organised. Before you get started, 
gather together all your statements, invoices, 
receipts, records of expenses and other paper¬ 
work for the tax year. 


• File online. If you file online, your tax cal¬ 
culations are done automatically, so you will 
find out straightaway how much you owe or, 
even better, if you are owed a refund. 

• Check your figures. It might sound obvi¬ 
ous, but double-check your figures before 
including them on your return. This will save 
you having to make any amendments once 
you’ve submitted your return. 

• Don’t recycle the paper just yet. All records 
of information used to complete tax returns 
must be kept for 22 months after the end of 
the tax year. For those carrying on a business, 
or who have an income from letting out prop¬ 
erty, this increases to five years, 10 months. 

• Try not to leave it to the last minute. 

• Don’t be afraid to ask for help and don’t 
panic. If you get stuck, make yourself a cup of 
coffee, sit down and visit www.hmrc.gov.uk, or 
simply phone the self-assessment helpline on 
0845 900 0444 if you can’t find the answer to 
your question. It’s open from 8am to 8pm 
seven days a week and calls are charged at 
local rates.
